The 
good people, I suppose, try to curb 
themselves,. but people whose con- 
sciences are not tender are not so 
apt to put themselves under any re- 
straint, so away they go guided and 
controlled by the spirit of the age. 
-< This is something terrible.’ It is 
bout. the worst 6nemy ‘we have 
contend with. The extreme end of 
this spirit is combat, blood-shed and 
murder. This spirit does not regard 
the feelings of others. It causes peo- 
ple to make thrusts at others in con- 
versation, in public speaking, and I 
am afraid too often in preaching. 
have heard preachers that “beat and 
banged” on people more than they 
preached the gospel. The gospel 
means good news, but I’ve heard 
preaching that did not carry any good 
news with it. If the spirit of the age 
gets hold of a preacher he will make 
his congregation feel bad. He will 
spend his time in saying things to 
cut and wound and bruise, which hin- 
ders the working of the Spirit more 
than it helps. 


I am not saying yet what the great 


thing needed everywhere is, but I do’ 


say that there is something needed 
everywhere, and it is something 
great, too, because it will take a 
great thing to overcome the aw- 
ful spirit of the dge. Homes are 
broken up by it. Divorces are 
increasing. Parents separate and 
break . up their homes leaving 
darling little innocent children worse 
than orphans. They are worse than 
orphans because of the. disgrace 
brought upon them besides being de-

BP have been. amazed by the study 
of, history, and by my own observa- 
tion at‘ tae many true and tried saints 
who have been possessed with the 
Same Pauline spirit, who have gone 
right of amidst ‘the stones of criticism 
and snowers of reproach heaped up- 
on them, and gained the victory in 
spite of them all.’ Such spirits as 
these. are. working on in God’s ser- 
Vice while their antagonists may be 
hurling at taem their abusive words 
trying to arouse a public sentiment 
against them. I have noticed them 
going on with their work as if they 
thought every body loved them and 
probably without even a thought of 
retaliation or revenge. I tell you, 
such people as these are “somie peo- 
ple,” and God will stand by them and 
reward them for their faithfulness. 

Please don’t forget that it is the 
person that is doing something that 
gets the criticisms of those wno op- 
pose him. I have seen people put 
to shame when the power ‘and bless- 
ing of the Lord would, fall upom one 

lad bedi elbowed off and thougat 
to be wrong. I tell you, it is not good 
to judge a brother too readily. You 
can’t tell how soon you will stand a- 
mazed and dried up while the bless- 
ings of the Lord are flooding the very 
one you have scorned and criticised. 
It’s just like the Lord to bestow grace 
and honor upon the little one that has 
been elbowed and criticised and talk- 
ed about unbecomingly. The story of 
Haman and Mordecai comes vividly 
to my mind in this connection. Ha- 
man was determined to slay Morde 
cai, and even went so far as to build 
a gallows upon which to hang him. 
He ‘had his plans all laid, and prep- 
arations made. But God took care 
to preserve Mordecai because hte was 
true and loyal, and Haman was hang- 
ed on the very gallows he had pre- 
pared for Mordecai. 


It, is the spirit of the age for peo- | 
ple to play “dog eat dog” but it is 
not Christian. If Christians get this 
spirit they have caught the. spirit of 
the age instead of the spirit of Christ. 

Jesus loved. The spirit of love will 
knock out criticisms, fault-findings, 
backbiting, reflections that are unbe- 
coming, and instead, will display. a 
spirit of compassion, and want to help 
rather than hurt or condemn. 

. The same love and compassion that 
Jesus had will make us want to re- 
lieve the afflicted, have compassion 
on the multitudes and work for their 
salvation. It will put a “go. ye” spir- 
it in us till we can’t rest without do- 
ing something for the Master. And 
the great work to be done will loom 
up before us like mountains. 

Truly, the Church of God is in the 
fight for the right, and it is in- 
deed a battle, but when we know 
we are in the right it gives us 
boldness and confidence. At times 
my heart seems to almost melt 
with fervent love for the saints; 
in distress, and. with pity for the un- 
fortunates of earth. Let us draw a 
little closer together and lean harder 
upon the great arm of Jesus and try to 
do more to save the lost world. God 
will surely give us grace and faith 
to win in every conflict. Let us pray 
and believe God for victory.

We do not come fo you with .a 
doleful tale when we. name this day 
for special’ prayer, but it is certainly 
atime that we need to draw very 
close to God in pfayer. The Church 
of God,.is prospering, revivals are on 
in.many places, and,the membership 
is increasing. Tais is worth rejoicing 
over and yet it is. necessary for us 
to go down in humility before - the 
Lord. We want to get deeper into 
God and become more spiritual all 
the. time. 

We admit that the financial de- 
pression is hurting us in many 
ways, but we do not think it'is keep- 
ing people from. coming to the Lord, 
or hurting our spirituality. Tne gifts 
and donations to help on the Orphan- 
age and Auditorium are not coming in 
like they did when business was more 
prosperous. The amount of tithes is 
also far below the mark we all hoped. 
to. reach, and this makes it very dis 
couraging on the ministers\ if they 
would be discouraged at all. Quite a 
number feel that they are forced to 
do secular labor to make ends meet. 
I am very sorry of this, but at the 
present time, and under the existing 
circumstances I can say nothing a- 
gainst it. I rather, honor the man or 
woman that will wade out into work 
of this kind if he can’t keep up any 
other way. 

But I presume that most of us are 
running benind and trying to live’ as 
economically as. we can, too. This is 
one thing to pray about. We need to 
pray that this. financial and business 
depression will give way and the 
country take on a more prosperous 
aspect. The Bible teaches us_ to 
pray for thé rulers and those in 
authority, and surely the leaders of 
our country need special wisdom and 
help now. ‘4 

-We need moftiey to help Ss meet 
our bills that are now due and coming 
due, but I do not have the heart to 
ask for any mors help while this 
financial depression is on all over 
the country. I know our people want 
to help, and they would not wait for 
a special drive to do it if they were | 
only able. Our last drive in which 
we called for five thousand only} 
brought in about half the amount 
needed so we were forced to make 
some other turns to pull through. The 
Lord made us able to do it, but I con- 
fess things nave looked a little “blue” 
sometimes, however, I guess we are 
keeping up very welt under the cir- 
cumstances. 


We ought ‘to be going on with the 
orphanage building, but we have not 
nad the heart yet to do it. The little 
hands are reaching out and saying.

I can’t keep 
from believing there is plénty of 
money already laid up for the next 
building if we can only find it. Let us 
pray that God. will touch the hearts 
of those who have it so they will 
gladly turn it loose for this purpose. 

Our people who Aave to depend up- 
on their daily earnings for support 
are not expected to do so much now, 
but the ones:we want to reach now 
are those that have, the money al- 
ready and do not ave to depend up- 
on the financial prosperity of the 
country to make it.

As there are sO many dangerous | 
doctrines coming forth today’ to dis-; 
turb the true followers of Christ and | 
get them off the right road, I feel) 
that the Lord would have me write} 
regarding some of tae doctrines!

Here are a few reasons 
why they are wrong: 

First, men are free moral agents 
as well as free intellectual agents. 
Now, since men are undoubtedly free, 
if the wrath of God rests on men at 
any time on account of sin, then it 
must of necessity and justice rest on 
trem at all times. 

Adultery after conversion is as bad 
and even worse than it is before con- 
version. Jesus says, “When the un- 
clean spirit is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry places, seeking 
rest; and finding none, he saith, I 
will return unto my house whence 
I came out. And when he cometh, 
he findeth it swept and _ garnished. 
Then goeth he, and taketh to him 
seven other spirits more wicked. than 
himself; and they enter in, and dwell 
there: and the last’state of that man 
is worse than the first.” Luke 11: 
24-26. He alsa said,| “They on the 
rock are they, which, when they hear, 
receive the word with joy; and these 
have ‘no root, which for awhile be 
lieve. and in. time of temptation fall 
away,” Luke 8:13. These: are the 
words of Jesus and cannot be gain- 
said. 


Paut said, “I have fought a goo 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith: Henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of ‘r'g°t- 
eousness’, which the Lord the right- 
eous judge, shall give me at that day 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his apperrin~.” 
2 Tim. 4:7, 8. Paul predicted his re- 
ceiving the crown because he had 
fought a good fight, kept the faith 
and finised his course and so it will 
be with all of us. If we bear not 
fruit He wiil take it away. John 15:2. 

Armenianism teaches that sonsh'p 
sustains the relation of a covenant 
and as sucn can stand only as both 
parties:-keep the covenant inviolate.

Re- 
member therefore from whence thou 
art fallen, and repent, and do tne 
first works; or else I will come unto 
thee ‘quickly, and will remove thy 
candlestick: out of his place, except 
thou repent,” Rev. 2:4, 5. 

We cannot sin and abide in His 
grace. When wé sin we at once sin 
out, until we repent. 

“Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of tay people, the 
righteousness of the righteous shall 
not deliver him in the day of his 
transgression: as for the wickedness 
of the wicked, he shall not fall there- 
by in the day that he turneth from 
‘ais wickedness; neither shall the 
righteous be able to live for his 
righteousness in the day that he 
sinneth.” Ezek. 33:12.
